2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tions of the same. 


3. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road 
from the place formerly owned by Charles Buckminister to the 
Nelson town line. 


4. To see if the town will vote to buy the Willett Spring 
Seraper and raise money for same. 


5. To see if the town will vote to buy a wing for the snow 
plow and raise money for same. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $15.00 to the Monadnock Region Association of 
Scenic New Hampshire for issuance and distribution of printed 
matter, newspaper and magazine advertising, calling attention 
to the resources and natural advantages of the town, in coop- 
eration with the other thirty-seven towns in the Monadnock 
Region. 


7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $100.00 for the celebration of the anniversary of the 
ratification of the federal constitution by the state, June 21, 
1938, said sum to be expended under the direction of the 
selectmen. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise money for poor re- 
hef for 1938.
